dry civ il bill of the item appropriating 
$3,000,000 for the purchase of land in 
Washington for the executiv e build­ 
ings after both houses had v oted not 
to include it. 
Mr. Stillings said the printing and 
bill forces at the printing officfe had 
done their full duty.
